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What Does Andover Need? 

In looking over last year’s events we 
decided that with the people of Andover the 
upset in the selectmen’s contest attracted the 
most interest. It was an unusual campaign, 
the successful challenger not entering the 
field until the final moment. One very 
prominent citizen, feeling that the field was 
closed before Mr. Collins entered, cast his lot 
with Mr. Hardy’s forces by saying: “Andover 
Needs Hardy; I’m with Him 100%.” 

When Everett tossed his hat into the ring, 
that particular person had cause to regret his 
earlier statement because he felt then that 
Mr. Collins would be the better man. But it 
was too late: the Hardy group had found in a 
Collins supporter their slogan: ‘ Andover 
Needs Hardy.’ 

That slogan they used with good effect 
right through the campaign, and it was not 

until the final week that the Collins men 
found a slogan, suggested strangely enough 
by one who was ostensibly working for Mr. 
Hardy. That slogan was an adaptation of the 
Hardy one, and-tv read: “Andover Needs a 
Change.” 

Another unusual tie-up in that campaign 
was the fact that the cut of Mr. Collins used 
in his advertisements in the Townsman was 

supplied the year before while the singing 
selectman was campaigning for school com- 
mittee by a man who was very active las!

The election of J. Everett Collins as 
selectman in the biggest local political upset 
in years, the death of Miss Bertha Bailey, 
principal of Abbot academy, and the con- 
struction of and further expenditure on the 
new school buildings, were the biggest news 
stories in Andover during the past year. 

The 1935 town political race lacked color 
and interest until just before the time for 
filing nomination papers expired when J.

Ask Rerouting | 
of Truck Traffic 


A petition for the regulation of truck traffic | 
through Andover has been started in circula- 
tion here by the safety committee appointed 
this spring by the selectmen. The main pur- | 
pose of the petition is to have the trucks 
which thunder through the town day and | 
night often at unreasonable speeds run over | 
the by-pass. 

The petition states that Main street is 
primarily residential, and that the commer- | 
cial vehicle traffic is a menace to the health 
and safety of the town’s citizens. Directed to| 
the State Department of Public Works, it | 
requests that the movement of these vehicles | 
be directed, governed and restricted. | 

The committee has contacted the state | 
department but received no satisfaction, and |

against Frank H. Hardy, who had been chair- 
man of the local town fathers for the past 
twelve years. Neither of the other two candi- 
dates, the late John Holmelund and Charles 
B. Roberts, offered any potentially serious 
opposition to Mr. Hardy’s election, but the 
entrance of Mr, Collins into the race put the 
result in doubt. Both the major candidates 
had large committees working for them, and 
an intensive campaign was waged. 

It was Mr. Collins’ margin of 344 votes in 
Precinct one that gave him the office by 63 
votes, for Mr, Hardy led in all the other 
precincts. 

All the other officers seeking re-election 
were returned to office without any trouble 
whatsoever. The only new face in local 
politics this year was Herbert P, Carter, who 
after Mr. Collins resigned from the school 
committee was appointed as the new member. 
Other changes, though not in elective offices, 
came in the finance committee in which Leo 
Daley and Ralph Woodcock were named to 
fill the positions left vacant by the resignation 
of Rev. Charles A, Branton, O.S.A., and 
Walter E. Curtis. 

A few changes were made in other appoin- 
tive offices. John Driscoll replaced Edward 
Lawson as building inspector and Atty. 
Joseph L. Burns replaced Atty. Fred H. 
Eaton as town counsel. 

During the summer Mr. Hardy was taken 
seriously ill, and he resigned from the building 
committee on which he had served as chair- 
man. Hugh Bullock replaced him as chair- 
man, although no new member was added, 

Miss Bailey Dies 

The death of Miss Bertha Bailey, principal 
of Abbot academy for 23 years, came sud- 
denly on November 16, The first of the month 
she had left on a leave of absence which was 
to have lasted until the spring, and on No- 
vember 16 she passed away in Coeymans, 
N. Y. Only a few intimate friends knew that 
she had been seriously ill with double pneu- 
monia, and the news of her passing came as a 
profound shock to the large number of local 
persons who had known her in her years here.

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The State House Medicine Man} 


Dr. James Michael Curley, whom the 
people of this state hired a year ago to 
prescribe to their ills but who has done 
nothing but provide further ills, has 
decided to cure the taxpayers’ headache 
by giving them a stomach ache instead. 
He wants to remove the state tax on 
towns and cities, and in its place he'd 
like to substitute such things as an 
increase in the gasoline tax, a sales tax 
on tobacco commodities, the doubling 
of motor truck registration fees, and 
several other such imposts, or imposi- 
tions. 


The state should change physicians; 
it should retire the present dcector 
permanently. The people of this state 
don’t want a certain tax reduced; they 
want the whole tax burden reduced. 
There's no real value in a proposal to 
eliminate one tax by imposing others. If 
the Governor had come out in his annual 
message with a declaration in which he 
had pledged himself to reduce ALL 
taxes, the message might have been 
something more than an attempt to 
draw the publie’s favor by promising 
measures which look attractive but 
which actually do nothing but shift the 
burden. As it was, the message was 
nothing more than the usual political 
harangue filled with political quackery. 

What the Bay State wants is a slash 
in all taxes by adopting more economical 
governmental methods, by eliminating 
unnecessary governmental functions, by 
abolishing all the superfluous political 
positions which were established mainly 
to provide an income for somecne who 
voted the right way. As long as the total 
of the government’s expenditures re- 
mains increasing, every single one of us 
will have to pay bigher taxes, no matter 
whether the Governor decides that we} 
shall pay them in our town taxes or in 
our commodity purchases. 


The Bus Stop and Safety 
A few weeks ago the Andover Service 
club voted to send to the chief of police 
and to the seleetmen a request that the 
bus stops along Main street be changed | 
so that there would be but one stop on| 


either side of the business section of the | 
street. The sites suggested were in front} 
of the town hall on the east side of the} 
street, and in front of the Savings bank | 
on the west side. As an alternate to the 
latter, the Memorial Tall library was} 
suggested. 


Several citizens have expressed the 
hope since that meeting that the stop 
should not be located at the library, and 
there seems to be very good reasoning 
behind their feeling. The square, espec- 
ially with the traffic policeman standing 
at one entrance rather than in the center, 
is a very dangerous place at best. If the 
busses were to stop in front of the li- 
brary, many of the riders—probably 
most of them—would have to cross 
directly across the center of the square 
to reach Elm street and the streets be- 
yond, It’s at a place where machines are 
just starting to go at good speed again 
after having safely passed the officer, and 
even the most careful pedestrian and the 
most careful driver might be involved 
in an accident there were the buses to 
stop near the library. 

The present stops are at the Mus- 
grove building on the east and near the 
gas office and Savings bank on the west. 
As fat as the safety and convenience of 
the passengers are concerned, these 
would seem to be the best locations, and 
they do not seem to be too many. To 
have but one stop on the western side at 
the Savings bank would involve con- 
siderable inconvenience, and to have it 
at the library would involve considerable 
danger 


A Porkless Pork Barrel 


When Governor Curley wanted his 
huge bond issue the past year, he had his 
commissioner of public works send out 
to all the towns and cities an estimate of 
how much each would reap from the 
issue. Elis Mr. Callahan talked with 
Andover’s representative, Thomas J. 
Lane, and promised that out of the bond 
issue an additional lane would be added 
to the narrow part of North Main street 
below Harding street and extending to 
the Lawrence line. 

When the representatives filed their 
bills for the coming session, Representa- 
tive Lane found it necessary to include 
for legislative action the same project 
which the commissioner had promised in 
his pre-issue days. The bond issue was 
passed of course, mostly because of all 


| the promises made of pork barrel dona- 


tions to communities, but once it was 


| passed, the administration seems to have 


forgotten the promises. 

The state has been learning quite a bit 
about pclitical methods in the past year; 
it has probably learned so much about 
the dubious character of these methods 
that it will change them at the first 
opportunity.

A few weeks ago the town of Andover put 
an advertisement in the Townsman stating 
that my property on North Main street 
would be sold for non-payment of taxes.

They made a dump out of my front lawn and 
cleaned the Barnard ledge and threw it in my 
yard, then raised my taxes. I had to try and 
make a passage to get in to the cellar.

The rents owed me on this property for the 
past five years amount to $872 which I cannot 
collect. 

This house is a House of the Good Samari 
tan, and it has been taken over by the tax 
collector and assessors for taxes after housing 
several families for the past five years for the 
town.

All I want is 
justice and the town to give us all equal 
rights. Rent has been paid for needy people 
in other more favored houses but not in mine. 

The new deal has nothing on this deal. The 
shelter of poor women and children has been 
taken over by the collector who hurried the 
job through despite his promise to wait.

Prize for Letter 
Against Roosevelt 


Announcement was made Tue sday that 
George R. Grover of 7 Harding street has 
been awarded a Gruen watch as a resylt ofa 
letter which he wrote in answer to the ques. 
tion, “Should Roosevelt Be Re elected?” 
This question was put to millions of radio 
listeners by Drew Pearson and Robert § 
Allen, co-authors of “Washington Merry. 
Go-Round,” on their WOR air program, Mr 
Grever’s answer was in the negative 

This poll marked the first attempt to use 
radio as a measuring device of public opinion 
During the four weeks duration of the con. 
test, which concluded December 2ist, the two 
newspapermen invited their listening a:dj. 
ence to participate in the contest; at the 
same time they themselves reviewed the 
accomplishments and failures of the Roose- 
velt regime. 

Decisions as to the prize winning weekly 
awards were made by Mr. Pearson, Mr. 
Allen and Miss Luella S. Laudin, executive 
secretary of the Women’s National Radio 
committee. 

The letters were limited to 100 words. Mr. 
Grover’s arguments against Roosevelt were: 

“The low weekly wages paid by the E.R.A. 
P.W.A., and the W.P.A, have caused a lower- 
ing in the American standard of living, A 
family on this relief does not live—it barely 
exists. 

“The ‘forgotten man’ of his campaign has 
become the ‘forgotten consumer,’ who now 
pays up to 300 percent more on his food bill 
due to the reduction of grain acreage, control 
of hog production, and other A.A.A. crop 
control rules, 

“High taxes must come as a result of 
balancing the budget and the 
deficit.”

Army Medical Corps Insignia 

The insignia of the Medical Corps 
of the army Is the Caduceus, a winged 
staff of Mercury (Greek, Hermes) with 
which he controlled the living and the 
dead so that he could go unmolested 
where he willed; he carried It espe- 
cially when he escorted the dead to 
the world below. In its earliest form 
it ls composed of three branches—one 
forming the handle and the other two 
intertwined. Later the Intertwined 
branches were replaced by snakes, and 
still later wings were added to the 
staff. Among moderns the Caduceus Is 
used also as an emblem of commerce 
over which Mercury was the presiding 
divinity. 


Astronomy Ancient 

The study of astronomy was ancient 
in the time of Confucius. More than 
4,000 years ago the Emperor Yao of 
China ordered the death of the official 
astronomers Hsi and Ho for neglecting 
to perform the rites customary during 
an eclipse of the sun, Records dating 
from the reign of Sargon of Akkad in 
Babylon (8800 B. ©.) imply that even 
then the varying aspects of the sky had 
long been under expert observation, 


Baby Killdeer Are Slow 


Growers; Have Long Legs 
Unlike most of our other birds, baby 
killdeer desert their nest just as soon as 


) thelr down has fluffed out, They follow 


their parents about in search of food. 
From the very start, they find it them- 
selves, depending upon the parents 
only to lead them to a good feeding- 
spot. Whenever they get cold, they 
give a little ery, and the parents rush 
to them and huddle them under their 
wings to get warm. Small grasshop- 
pers, crickets, weevils, cutworms, and 
files are all meat for the killdeer’s diet. 

Growing up is a slow process for baby 
killdeer, notes a writer in the Detroit 
Free Press, There is no sudden change 
in their appearance, as there is in some 
birds, Gradually, their legs get longer, 
their ridiculous little tafls lengthen and 
finally are pushed out altogether by the 
incoming juvenile tall feathers. 

The downy covering of their bodies 
is replaced also, but not suddenly, It 
seems that they simply swell and ex- 
pand and grow taller, much as young 
children do. Young killdeer are good 
swimmers from the start. Even though 
thelr toes are not webbed, they do 
not hesitate to swim across puddles 
or even little streams when they find 
the water too deep for wading. 

Last feathers to develop are those 


which enable the killdeer to fly. By 
that time they «re practically full 
grown and it Is hard to tell them 


apart from the oldsters. As long as 
the filght feathers have not grown, the 
birds have to depend upon running 
and hiding to escape their enemies. 


Pollen From Forests Is 


Blown Great Distances 

A yellow powder resembling sul- 
phur fell In abundance tn Colorado a 
number of years ago, but microscopic 
examination proved it to be pollen, 
blown from pine trees growing some 
miles away. While some plants are 
pollinated by Insects. others depend on 
the wind to transport thelr pollen. A 
single plant of ragweed has been ob- 
served to discharge into the atmos- 
phere upward of 8,000,000,000 pollen 
greins In one morning; a “pollen sur- 
vey” has shown that the outdoor air 
In some localities contains as many as 
5,000 pollen grains a cuble yard. Pines 
and some of the other conifers are 
among the most prolific of pollen pro 
ducers. 

The alr in the vicinity of a pine for- 
est sometimes ts filled with visible 
clouds of pollen, and columns of It ris- 
ing from the trees have been mis- 
taken for the smoke of a forest fire. 
Pine pollen once fell in such abundance 
at Pictou, Nova Scotia, that bucketfuls 
were swept up on the deck of a ship. 
The town of Lund, Sweden, Is sald to 
have been showered with pollen from 
a pine forest 35 miles away.—Indian 
apolis News.

In 1788 the Department of Foreign 
Affairs moved from France's tavern to 
a house owned by Philip Livingston, 
on the west side of Broadway, near 
the Battery, in New York city. Later 
it moved to another house on the op 
posite side of the sume street. The 
Capital having been again located at 
Philadelphia, the department took up 
its abode first on Market street, then 
on the corner of Arch and Sixth streets, 
then In North alley and finally at 
Fifth and Chestnut streets, where It re- 
mained until It was moved to Washing- 
ton, except for an Interval of three 
months—from August to November, 
1798—when it occupied the state house 
at Trenton, N. J., having removed from 
Philadelphia on account of a@ yellow 
fever epidemic,

Discovery of Tea Dates 
Back to Year 2737 B. C. 


No one knows just when tea first 
came into use as a beverage, for like 
other things {ts origin ts buried tn 
antiquity. One legend, states a writer 
in Pathfinder Magazine, tells how it 
was discovered In 2787 B, C. by a 
Chinese emperor, Shen-Nung (to whom 
all agricultural and medical knowledge 
is traced), who accidentally dropped 
a piece of tea-wood into a pot of boll- 
ing water intended for his supper. An- 
other story relates how a lover brought 
his sweetheart flowers from the tea- 
bush and how she accidentally drank 
some of the water from the vase tn 
which she had placed them, Still an- 
other concerns a priest named Bodhid- 
harma who vowed he would worship 
and pray te Buddha for nine years 
without sleep. At the end of three 
years he dozed off and as penance he 
plucked out his eyelashes and threw 
them away. From each of the lashes 
a teabush grew and when Bodhidharma 
began to get drowsy at the end of an- 
other five years he plucked a few 
leaves from the magic bush or miracle 
bushes and ate them. These so stimu- 
lated him that he was able to complete 
his nine years’ worship. 

Existence of these legends would 
seem to indicate that tea was known 
long before there was any actual proof 
of its existence, which dates back to 
about 600 A. D. Governments then as 
now were on the alert for something 
to tax and when tea became popular in 
the Eighth century a tea tax was 
slapped on. 

In the Ninth century use of tea 
spread to Japan and later to all the 
world but {t was not until the Seven- 
teenth century tea-drinking was taken, 
up in England where it might now be 
termed the national beverage. In re- 
cent years its use has been on the In- 
crease in the United States.

It ts 
“Fernandez’ Ecclesiastical 
History,” published in Toledo, Spain, 
in 1611, that the first book printed In 
the New world was a devotional book 
for the guidance of the faithful mem- 
bers of the chureh, published by An- 
tonlo "d Ispanola in the city of Mexico 
in 1535 by order of the Spanish vice- 
roy. There is no copy of this first 
American book Known to be In exist- 
ence, 


Toadfish Ugliest Creature 

Irregulurly splotched, dark-brownish 
gray in color, the toadfish Is the fish- 
erman’s curse. It Is probably the ugli- 
est creature Nature ever created, It 
ranges between 18 and 20 Inches in 
ength, has a flat head and body, and a 
tail flattened vertically. Along the 
body sides from broad jaws to tall 
runs a pualr of convoluted folds of 
skin. Their four short legs end tn thick 
feet. Their beads are covered with 
warty tubercules, They are extremely 
voracious in their food habits, and 
snuggled in the mud at the bottom of 
a stream will snatch at any baited 
hook that comes their way. Their bite 
is like a bulldog'’s.

Bargain Sale Security 
J. H. Van Deventer in “The Lron Age” 


When Uncle Sam conducts a “bargain 
sale,” in competition with private business 
enterprise, his customers usually pay well for 
what they buy. 

Take the case of the Social Security Act. 
| It has the commendable purpose of providin 
pensions to workers at the age of 65 throug 
a six percent tax on all pay rolls and also a 
limited unemployment insurance at an addi- 
tional three percent tax. One-third of this is 
|paid by the worker through automatic 
deductions or “check-offs’’ from his wages. 
The other two-thirds is a tax paid by the 
employer but eventually coming—most of it 
| > out of envelopes. 

Ostensibly, the “boss” pays two-thirds of 
the insurance bill, But does he? The tax paid 
by the boss, remember, is not a tax on profits. 
Like the AAA processing taxes, it is a direct 
addition to cost of production. It increases the 
labor cost of all production exactly six per- 
cent. 

It is axiomatic that the buyer of a product 
pays the entire cost of production. It makes 
no difference what the cost items include, The 
consumer pays the labor bill, large or small, 
as well as the cost of raw materials, super- 
vision, power and all the other items. Even 
the members of our “brain trust" are not 
naive enough to hold a different belief. 

Thus the consumer must pay the bill, 
imposed by this pay-roll tax, just as the 
consumer is paying the bill, through in- 
creased food prices, for the AAA processing 
taxes. And since over 80 percent of the con- 
sumers of our country depend directly cr by 
marriage upon pay envelopes, it is obvious 
that the wage earner will contribute much 
more than his direct three percent check-off 
for what he gets in the way of security. 

Leaving aside the question of who pays the 
bill, what does Uncle Sam give for the money 
received? Take the case of a worker of 25 
years of age, earning $1,800 a year, The cost 
of his insurance, at nine percent, will be $162 
a year. 

In case of unemployment, he can draw $15 
a week for ten weeks. At age 65, he will be 
entitled to a pension of $61.25 a month for the 
rest of his life or until $2,520 has been re- 
funded to his estate. 

If this same premium were paid regularly 
to any one of our first-class innsurance com- 
panies, cash values accruing would provide 
the insured, after five years, with $15 a week 
for 37 weeks; after 20 years, with $15 a week 
for 232 weeks. At the age of 65 he would be 
eligible for a pension of $83 a month for life 
or until $12,058 had been refunded to his 
estate,
